35 use 112) are withdrawn in view of applicant's arguments. Claim rejections under 35 USC 102 and 35 USC 103 are maintained and are 
incroporated in the response here, as applicant's arguments are found to be unpersuasive. 

For example applicant has argued that BH'900 does not teach '*a shared memory for storing a hardware model and a software model." 
Firstly, claim limitation recite " a shared memory for holding a first information of a software model and a second information of the 
hardware model", which is not the same as argument being made. The broadest interpretation made can be communication messages 
"from*' (first information) and "to" (second information) software-hardware models. Applicant has pointed out that this can happen through 
RS232 serial communication, however even with that interpretation, there is a shared buffer (memory) on the communication channel. 
Please see MPEP 904.1; See In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 44 USPQ2d 1023 (Fed. Cir. 1997). Secondly, for arguments sake, even if the 
claim limitation is read as "shared memory for holding a software model and a hardware model", this limitation is taught as system at one 
point having both the hardware model (which is downloaded to FPGA) and software model (to be run on system) on the same system 
memory. Please see the reponse to arguments in the Final office action. 
Claims 1-50 remain rejected.
